SALARYJAISES 


Say Increases in Amounts 
Paid Them do Not Keep 


up With Living .Costs 


Although the cost of 
living in 


Madison has increased about -10 pei 
cent during the last five years, the 
salaries of members of the 
faculty 


of the University of. Wisconsin have 
increased during the 
same perior 


slightly'more than 4 per 
cent for 


men of higher ranks and between 7 
and 13 per cent for men of lower 
ranks. 


These facts are set forth in a re- 


port just prepared by a committee 
of the faculty which protests 
that 


the salaries of the university -staff 
have not been increased to keep pace 
with the rise in prices, 


In .analyzing the family budgets 


of a number of representative fac- 
ulty members, the committee's 
re- 


port declares that only the strictest 
economy and sacrifice have enabled 
these families to meet the soaring 
prices. In a large number of cnscs, 
the committee finds that the family 
expenditures annually 
exceed 
the 


university salary and that the facul- 
ty member makes both ends meet 
only ty carrying on outside work, 
often of a "pot-boiling" nature. 


Besides tables showing an average 


yearly increase of 1,76 per cent 
in 


"acuity salaries, the committee prc 
sents statistics or\ the rapid rise in 
"'apes of workers in various trades 
and salaries of other technical anc 
professional men in work requirin, 
similar training. 


"The economics which many are 


obliged to practice 
include items 


which are essential to Their efficiency 
as teachers and scientists, such as 
expenditures for 
books, technica 


rnafriizines, and 
attendance at na- 


tional meetings of scientific and edu- 
cational societies," 
the committee 


declares.

Under these'••circumstances it is 


not surprising'that there is a. large 
and increasing- amount 
of discon- 


:ent, that it becomes increasingly 
difficult each year

selves for professional careers." 


"It seems to the committee that 


these conditions threaten

sion in Strong Closing 


Argument 


Athena's rooster is crowing again. 


. Philomathia's debaters lost to the 
Athenians in the annual joint de- 
bate last night, 3 to 2. Last year 
Athenao defeated Hesperia. 
The 


Hesperian team •will clash with Ath- 
enae again next year. 


Closers Warm Up 


The issue on government owner- 


ship of railroads, because heated dur- 
ing the latter part of tha forensic 
clash -when the rival closera, Wish- 
nefaty and Harden, took the plat- 
form. Before that there was little 
clash of argument, although both 
sides 
had 
presftnted 
formidable 


cases. 


Ben Wishnefsky, Athena's close?, 


presented the strongest arpnment, 
and his refutation and destruction of 


. the affirmative case ivas the import- 


ant factor in the clinching1 of the de- 
cision for his society. 


James Hayden, Philo closer, made 


a strong oratorical appeal, and de- 
livered his arguments smoothly and 
effectively. 


Seymour Opens Argument 


The debate was opened for Philo- 


mathia by Whitney Seymour who 
laid down the interpretation of the 
question and enumerated nine evils 
in tho system of private railroad 
management -which he contended 
were inherent and could be elimin- 
ated by the adoption of government, 
ownership and operation. 


Harold Noer, opening the discus- 


sion for Athenae admitted the points 
made by Seymour, and argued that 
the evils cited were not inherent but 
incidental to private management, 
and conld be eliminated without re- 
sorting to the affirmative's plan of 
government ownership. He then pre- 
sented a plan of government regula- 
tion under private management, on 
which the negative rested their case. 


Put up District Plan 


The scheme proposed by the neg- 


ative provided for division of the 
country into five ' districts, with a 
committee at the head- of each dis- 
trict and separate state commissions 
under each district commission . to 
manage tie railroads of the -conn- 
try. 
This plan, they argned, would 


eliminate. the evils pointed out by 
the affirmative and the debate from 


:his point on hinged on the relative 
merits of the two schemes,. 


Glen Warren, taking up the argu- 


ment for the affirmative, contended 
that the .negative tb.ua far had .not 
met their nine causes for. action, *nd 
elaborated on the affirmative'*: plan 
of government ownership which he 
maintained vrns the logical .solution 
for the evils both sides admitted ex- 
isted in 'the present system of rail- 
road management. 
~ 


G. O. Evils-Shown 


John H. Van Vleck, in. continuing 


the negative side, based his argu- 
ment on the inefficiency of govern- 
ment operation, which he maintained 
eliminated the advantages of compe- 
tition, destroyed . private initiative, 
and resulted in political manipulation 
and pork barrel tactics in adminis- 
tration of the railroads. 


James Hayden, in closins the main 


argument for Philomathia, insisted 
that his opponents had not diagnosed 
the affirmative plan, and that the 
evils pointed .out by the previous 
speaker .would not 'creep in under 
their plan. He proposed a rate plan, 
providing for terminals and the 
straight mileage basis, which he ar- 
gued made for efficiency at the term- 
inals and lower rates.- The central- 
ization of labor, with its attendant 
social and economic evils, he main- 
lamed also, would .be all done away 
with. 
War Conditions Aid U. S. Operation 


Ben Wishnefsky in closing the de- 


bate for the negative began with an 
arraignment of the points his op- 
ponents left standing. 
His entire 


speech comprised a rebuttal against 
the affirmative case. He emphasized 
the argument that' war-time condi- 
tions were favorable to the success 
of government administration, and 
quoted evidence showing . that the 
government had been able to secure 
many good men during the war who 
had resigned now that the war was 
over and the element of socrifice 
was no longer an inducement to 
private managers to run the roads 
for the government. 


Hayden closed the debate with a 


five minute refutation and summary 
of his team's case. 
; 


Prof. W. H. Kickhofcr presided. 


The judges were Prof. J. R: Com- 
mons, Dean F. E. Turneaure, Prof: 
L. F. Van Hagcn, and C. C. Mat- 
hews and Henry H. Tnirnbower of 
the Wisconsin Tax and Railroad com- 
missions, respectively.
